2 each insert of said at least one insert of said golf 

3 course-related elements has a top surface; and 

4 wherein each insert of said at least one insert of said 

5 golf course-related elements has a bottom surface. 
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1 16. (original): The case as defined in claim 15, wherein 

2 said top surface of each insert of said at least one 

3 insert of said golf course-related elements has indicia 

4 thereon; and 

5 wherein said indicia on said top surface of each insert

2 said bottom surface of each insert of said at least one 

3 insert of said golf course-related elements has a portion 

4 of hook and loop fasteners thereon; and 

5 wherein said portion of hook and loop fasteners on said 

6 bottom surface of each insert of said at least one insert 

7 of said golf course-related elements selectively mates 

8 with a sheet of a mating portion of hook and loop 

9 fasteners that covers said bottom wall of said bottom

2 said tee is split to provide a snugger compressive fit 

3 in said through bore in an insert of said at least one 

4 insert of said golf course-related elements which it is 

5 received in. a 
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
